MacKay visit 

O Province, HRM waiting for federal 
support for convention centre project 


A hastily scheduled event featur¬ 
ing Defence Minister Peter MacKay 
next week in Halifax has once again 
fanned the flames of convention 
centre speculation. 

MacKay is set to address the Hal¬ 
ifax Chamber of Commerce on 
Monday morning. According to his 
office, he’ll be discussing “federal 
investments on infrastructure in 
Nova Scotia’s economy.” 

MacKay’s office was mum on the 
specific content of Monday’s event, 
as well as the nature of another 
announcement scheduled for Tues¬ 
day. 

Premier Darrell Dexter will be 
in attendance on Monday, but will 
not be speaking. 

“(Dexter) pretty much knows 
what’s going to be announced, but 
it’s not his announcement to 
make,” said Jennifer Stewart, Dex¬ 
ter’s press secretary. 

Chamber of Commerce spokes¬ 
woman Janet Creamer said they 
received the call to schedule the 


event on Tues¬ 
day morning. 
“We’re 

under the 

impression 
they’re making 
some 

announce¬ 
ment,” said 

Creamer. “They 
definitely did say the infrastructure 
projects he’ll be talking about ... 
(include) the convention centre and 
the shipbuilding project.” 

MacKay made headlines this 
week when he told reporters there 
were details still to be worked out, 
but the federal government was 
“ready to go” on the convention 
centre file. 

The federal government was ini¬ 
tially asked to contribute $47 mil¬ 
lion to the project. Since April, the 
overall cost of the project has gone 
up, but it isn't known if the feder¬ 
al portion of the ask has increased.

A major Asian cargo carrier 
is giving Halifax a pass. 

The Green Alliance, a 
consortium of companies 
that has made weekly stops 
in Halifax since 2009 re¬ 
cently submitted their no¬ 
tice to the Halifax Port 
Authority. 

It represents about five 
per cent of the port’s con¬ 
tainer traffic. 

Michele Peveril with the 


Port of Halifax said the 
company is dropping Hali¬ 
fax because it’s a “discre- 
tionaiy” port, which means 
not located in a major pop¬ 
ulation centre. 

They’ll continue to make 
calls to their other ports in 
New York and Savannah. 

“They were looking to 
make a schedule change 
and tighten up their service 
string,” Peveril said. 

“They have indicated to 
us this is not a reflection on 
Halifax cost, service or in¬ 
frastructure. This relates 


more to a review of their 
schedule and a shift in this 
service.” 

The Green Line carries a 
number of consumer goods 
for stores like Canadian 
Tire throughout Atlantic 
and Central Canada. 

Peveril said she hopes 
their customers will be 
picked up by the three oth¬ 
er Asian lines that stop in 
Halifax. 

When asked if this news 
sends a negative message to 
other carriers, she said no. 

“Halifax is fortunate that 


we have a wide variety of 
shipping companies that 
call here, so there are other 
services that can serve that 
same area,” she said. 

Corporate members of 
the Green Alliance include 
Cosco Container Lines, K 
Line, Yang Ming and Hanjin 
Shipping. 

The carrier runs from 
Southeast Asia, Hong Kong 
and South China to North 
America. 

The Green Alliance’s last 
call in Halifax is scheduled 
for Sept. 20.

Midwifery program faces 
oblivion, report says 


Nova Scotia’s two-year-old 
midwifery program is on 
the verge of collapse be¬ 
cause the system is beset 
by “anxiety, uncertainty 
and a loss of public confi¬ 
dence,” says an independ¬ 
ent assessment released 
yesterday. 

The report was com¬ 
missioned by the 
province’s Health Depart¬ 
ment earlier this year af¬ 
ter concerns surfaced 
about a shortage of mid¬ 
wives in the province. 

A panel of four experts 
found there was personal 
conflict, a lack of trust 
and tension among 
health-care professionals 
who are still having trou¬ 
ble getting used to mid¬ 
wives as providers of 
primary maternity care. 

The team was led by Dr. 
Karyn Kaufman, a profes¬ 
sor at McMaster Universi¬ 
ty in Hamilton, and 
former midwifery imple¬ 
mentation co-ordinator

The video has become syn¬ 
onymous with London’s 
rioting: A young man, 
bleeding and dazed from a 
mugging, is helped from 
the ground by youths — 
who promptly unzip his 
backpack and callously 
make off with its con¬ 
tents. 

But who is he? 

The young man is 20- 


year-old Malaysian ac¬ 
counting student Moham¬ 
mad Asyraf Haziq, who 
was cycling with a friend 
in east London on Monday 
to a gathering to break his 
Ramadan fast, said friend 
Dzuhair Hanafiah. 

The details are as chill¬ 
ing as the video. First, 
about 20 teens and pre- 
teens surrounded him. 


Then they grabbed his 
bike, took his cellphone 
and broke his jaw, Hanafi¬ 
ah said yesterday. 

“The next thing he re¬ 
membered, his mouth 
was full of blood,” said 
Hanafiah, a member of 
the London Umno club, a 
society for Malaysian stu¬ 
dents. 

The video of the attack 


on Haziq went viral and 
has become one of the 
most memorable scenes 
from four days of unrest. 

Hanafiah said Haziq 
was helped by a local 
woman who brought him 
into her home. Using 
Faceboolc, she helped him 
contact a friend. Finally, 
he got to a hospital.

Norway killer convincing police he’s a loner 


Anders Behring Breivik 
was a loner, investigators 
increasingly believe. 

The man who confessed 
to killing 77 people in last 
month’s attacks in Norway 
planned and committed 
them on his own, a prose¬ 
cutor said yesterday. 

Breivik detonated a 
bomb outside government 
buildings in Oslo on July 
22, killing eight people. 


Then he shot dead 69 oth¬ 
ers at a youth camp on an 
island outside the capital. 

There was initial specu¬ 
lation that others were in¬ 
volved in the attack. 

But prosecutor Chris¬ 
tian Hatlo said that after 
40 hours of questioning, 
police are fairly certain 
Breivik acted alone and 
that he appears to be 
telling the truth. 


Hatlo said police have 
been able to verify much 
of what Breivik told them 
about the attacks, and 
they had not discovered 
“any direct lie, yet.” 

“That is also why we, 
with a certain confidence, 
can say that he was alone, 
but I have to emphasize 
that we have not conclud¬ 
ed yet,” Hatlo said.

Libyan state television 
broadcast images yesterday 
of a man it said was Moam¬ 
mar Gadhafi’s youngest son 
in an attempt to refute 
rebel claims that he had 
been killed in a NATO 
airstrike. 

Rebels claimed on Friday 
that 27-year-old Khamis 
Gadhafi, who commands 
one of the best trained and 
equipped units in the 
Libyan militaiy, was killed 
in the western front-line 
town of Zlitan. The regime 
dismissed the claim and 
said the rebels were only 
trying to deflect attention 
from the killing last week 
of the opposition’s military 
commander, possibly by 
other rebels. 

The images on television 
showed the son at a Tripoli 
hospital visiting people 
wounded in a NATO 
airstrike and said it was on 
Tuesday. If genuine, it 
would be the first time he 
has been seen in public 
since the reports of his 
death. 

State television also 
showed funerals for dozens 
of civilians it said had died 
in another NATO airstrike 


A revolt stalled 


► The Libyan revolt that be¬ 
gan in February has sunk 
into a deep stalemate in 
the past few months, with 
the rebels holding on to 
most of the eastern half of 
the country that they cap¬ 
tured early on and 
Gadhafi's regime control¬ 
ling most of the west.

TOMATOES. Any way you 
slice it, the tomato is one 
confusing comestible. 

Is it a fruit or a 
vegetable? This is the kind 
of thing that can spark 
quite the argument, with 
both sides passionately 
supporting their claims. 
Oddly enough, both are 
right, at least according to 
the USDA’s Economic Re¬ 
search Service. Yes, botan- 
ically speaking the tomato 
is a fruit, but horticultur- 
ally and legally it is 
considered a vegetable. 

This debate has been 
adjudicated by none other 
than the U.S. Supreme 
Court. It happened in the 
late 19th centuiy in con¬ 
nection with a challenge 
to tariffs on imported pro¬ 
duce. The high court ruled 
that despite the botanical 
definition, tomatoes are a 
vegetable, in part because 
at the tables of the time 
they were served as “the 
principal part of the 
repast” and not as dessert. 

No telling what the jus¬ 
tices would have done in 
today’s envelope-pushing 
culinaiy world of tomato 
jams and gelatos. 

In the U.S., today’s 
tomatoes are mainly tar¬ 
iff-free since those that 
aren’t grown domestically 
are mostly imported from 
Mexico and Canada, 
which are covered by the 
NAFTA free trade zone.

For most television actors, 
the months between film¬ 
ing seasons of a show is a 
time for vacation or 
squeezing in film roles.

F). Slice banana in half 
crosswise; slice each 
piece in half lengthwise 
to create 4 pieces.

A bad boy no more?

The man who put the “F” in 
food says he’s tired of being 
recognized only as the bad 
boy of haute cuisine. 

“I don’t get judged 
enough for what I put on a 
plate,” said a soft-spoken 
Gordon Ramsay, using 
none of the scorching pro¬ 
fanity that so often reduces 
his TV tirades to a series of 
bleeps. 

“I get judged more, I sup¬ 
pose, as a persona from TV, 
which is a pain in the butt, 
to be honest,” he said on 
the eve of yesterday’s open¬ 
ing of his first restaurant in 
Canada. 

“I have three Michelin 
stars, which was my first- 
ever ambition in cooking. 
Today’s media, it has its 
good parts and its bad parts 
but judge me on the plate, 
not me on the TV.” 


The Scottish-born Ram¬ 
say’s Montreal restaurant, 
has been a local favourite 
since 1936 when it opened 
as Rotisserie Laurier BBQ. 
Its now got a new name: 
the Laurier Gordon Ramsay. 
“Montreal in many ways 
chose me,” he said, compar¬ 
ing Montreal to Paris. “I fell 
in love with the place liter¬ 
ally five years ago.” 

He had come to Quebec 
to shoot a documentary on 
wild geese and found “a 
stunning foodie culture 
evolving here.” 

Ramsay, who has a repu¬ 
tation for putting flagging 
restaurants back on their 
feet, acknowledged he felt 
like he’d been taken to a re¬ 
tirement home when he 
was brought to Rotisserie 
Laurier BBQ for lunch two 
years ago. 


“Businesses don’t survive 
on nostalgia,” he noted, say¬ 
ing he’s confident old cus¬ 
tomers as well as new 
clients will be thrilled with 
what he’s done. 

“Good comfort, done 
with a twist,” was how 
Ramsay described the es¬ 
tablishment’s offerings. 

While Ramsay says he’s 
just as excited opening his 
Montreal restaurant as he 
was opening his first eater¬ 
ies in London and Paris, he 
isn’t looking at setting up 
in any other Canadian cities 
just yet. 

“I’m a control freak so I 
want to get this one right 
first, focus on this one, si¬ 
lence the critics, let them 
know we haven’t damaged 
their goods,” he said. “Judge 
the food, don’t judge me.”
